1 . ALL MEDIA MARCH 1 1 CARRY EMBASSY PRESS RELEASE THAT ALFREDO 
ETCHEBERRY HAS BEEN NAMED USG'S LEGAL REPRESENTATIVE IN CHILE 
FOR MATTERS RELATING TO LETELIER/MOFFITT CASE. "EL MERCURIO" 

REPORTS THAT ETCHEBERRY WILL MEET WITH LETTERS ROGATORY 
JUDGE JUANA GONZALEZ MARCH 13. IN "LA TERCERA" INTERVIEW 
ETCHEBERRY SAYS THAT THE SIGNIFICANCE OF HIS APPOINTMENT IS THAT 
THE USG HAS GREAT INTEREST IN PROCEEDING RAPIDLY WITH JUDICAL 
ACTION ON THE LETTERS ROGATORY. 

2. JUANA GONZALEZ CONTINUES TIGHT LIPPED. HOWEVER, REGARDING 
POSSIBLE REQUESTS FOR TOWNLEY OR FERNANDEZ TO TESTIFY, 

SHE IS REPORTED AS STATING: "UNTIL THE SPECIAL INVESTIGATING 
JUDGE ESTABLISHES THE TRUE IDENTITIES (OF WILLIAMS AND ROMERAL) 

THERE IS NOTHING I CAN DO; I CANNOT CALL ALL THE PEOPLE WHOSE 
NAMES APPEAR IN THE PRESS." 

3. THE MUCH MORE TALKATIVE LIBEDINSKY (SPECIAL INVESTIGATING 
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JUDGE) MET MARCH 10 WITH CIVIL POLICE (INVESTIGACIONES) HEAD 
BAEZA, AND SAID THAT, SO FAR, NO ONE KNOWS WHERE THE WILLIAMS AND 
ROMERAL PASSPORTS ARE OR WHO SIGNED THEM. HE ADDED THAT THE 
PRACTICE HAS BEEN TO BURN RETURNED PASSPORTS EVERY TWO YEARS. 
LIBEDINSKY SAID THAT HE WILL EXTEND HIS INVESTIGATION TO THE 
MINISTRY OF ECONOMY IN RESPONSE TO AN "UNCONFIRMED REPORT" 

THAT THE PASSPORTS FOR WILLIAMS AND ROMERAL MAY HAVE BEEN REQUESTED 
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BY THAT MINISTRY. ASKED BY THE PRESS WHETHER HE HAD ANY PLANS 
TO REQUEST INFORMATION FROM US COURTS (I.E. REVERSE LETTERS 
ROGATORY), LIBEDINSKY REPLIED HE HAS NO PRESENT PLANS. 

4. THIS MORNING S PRESS CARRIES A UPI STORY ON THE MONTERO 
VISIT TO WASHINGTON, NOTING THAT THE USG IS SATISFIED WITH THE 
COOPERATION CHILE IS PROVIDING. "LA TERCERA" REPORTS THAT MONTERO 
WILL REMAIN IN WASHINGTON, WORKING ON MATTERS RELATED TO THE 
LETELIER INVESTIGATION, UNTIL NEXT WEEK. BOTH "LA TERCERA" 

AND "EL MERCURIC CARRY AN AP SUMMARY OF THE WASHINGTON POST 
EDITORIAL OF MARCH 10. 

5. THE CHILEAN ARMY IS REPORTED TO BE CARRYING OUT ITS OWN 
INTERNAL INVESTIGATION OF THE POSSIBLE INVOLVEMENT OF 
CAPTAIN ARMANDO FERNANDEZ LARIOS IN THE CASE. NEITHER HE NOR 
TOWNLEY HAS YET SURFACED PUBLICLY.
